Krystle  Campbell,  Age  29,  of  Arlington,  Massachusetts,  Martin  William  Richard,  Age  8,  of 
Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  Lingzi  Lu,  Age  23,  of  China,  &  .Officer  Sean  Collier,  Age  26, 
of  Wilmington,  Massachusetts.  Not  long  after  the  incident,  Barack  Obama  stated,  "Boston 
is  a  tough  and  resilient  town.  So  are  its  people.  I'm  supremely  confident  that  Bostonians 
will  pull  together,  take  care  of  each  other,  and  move  forward  as  one  proud  city."  The  state 
of  Massachusetts  came  together  as  a  whole,  and  when  all  of  the  different  surrounding 
towns  and  communities  began  to  work  as  one,  incredible  things  occurred.
